We've ev- 
en suggested through our columns and in personal conversa- 
tion the desirability of getting an annual fair under way at this 
point. However, on more “mature” consideration we sometimes 
‘wonder whether a fair is “all that it’s cracked up to be.” 


We, in company with most normal (we flatter ourselves) 
human beings, enjoy attending a fair. Really it’s a grand time 
for the kids, and quite a bit of fun for the adults, too, But by 
and large, it seems that most of the activity of rural fairs centre 
around the midway ... and our opinion of the midway as a 
place where you get much for your money might, not be a 
desirable thing to print. 


- Of course we need outside assistance: at times to keep 
things alive and keep the ball rolling, but whenever outside 
entertainment of this nature comes along it does so at very 
high cost. Of coursé we have no figures and cannot state def- 
initely how much cold cash the midway took out of Vermilion 
or Lloydminster districts, but we are quite sure that beside it 
the amounts involved in the actual exhibition were quite in- 
significant. Does this not infer that the outsiders, who depend 
upon the local committee to do most of the organization and 
work, come along and nip off the profits, giving none too much 
actual value in return? 

We are inclined to agree with some of the businessmen of 
Wainwright that a really good stampede here‘ might fill the bill 
very nicely, and not take nearly as much cash out of the dist- 
rict. This is particularly so in view of the fact that both the Bat- 
tle River and Czar Lake stampedes were dormant this past 
season.

Bucky McDonnell’s 
Method 


We read, in no less impressive a pub- 
lication than the New’ York Times, 
which prints “all the news that’s fit 
to print”, of a veteran angler, by the 
name of Bucky McDonnell, who has 
developed a system that is simplicity 
itself. He paddles ta the centre of the 
lake, lets his canoe drift to a standstill, 
then, in the ensuing*silence, he brings 
his paddle down with a resounding 
whack on both thwarts of his canoe. 
The Times reports “Two hundred fish 
—pickerel, bass, catfish and perch— 
Jumped two feet out of the water and 
allowed. themselves to be knocked into 
the canoe.” 

This surprising response to noise 
seems to be a present-day symptom. It 
is peculiarly applicable in government 
affairs, The government that announce 
with a loud voice that it is the’ most 
democratic ‘and the most welfare- 
minded finds the citizens leaping with 
surprising agility to the sound of the 
extra dollars, and rather pitifully ready 
to be knocked into the waiting boat— 
or party. 

We are not tdo sure of the implica- 
tion as it applies to fish. Perhaps fish 
like to be caught by noise rather than 
by hook. There seems to be evidence 
both ways. But for people, how? Of 
course most people involye these wél- 
fare measures with a rath@r tangled 
concept of democracy, and believe that 
one springs from the other, Nothing 
could be farther from the truth. A 
paternalistic, bureaucracy, Yes, and 
even an out-and-out dictatorship can 
create and maintain a welfare state 
and take better than average care of 
what are assumed to be the social and 
economic needs of the: people. 

So have a care! All the pother may 
just be the paddle banging on the 
thwarts. You can have all sorts of wel- 
fare measires even with the full sup- 
port of the people, without approach- 
ing a real democracy. For democracy 
springs only from public opinion that 
is neither tampered with nor. cajoled. 
It involves a thoughtful, sincere .nd 
earnest participation, not just sharins 
the spoils that may result from the 
operation of governmental theories. As 
a strict matter of fact, even the weli- 
being of the mass of the peaple, at any 
given time, need not be the measure of

Democracy rests on power fully re- 
gulated by opposition, which is a fund- 
amental part of government. From this 
constructive, critical force spring dis- 
cussion and understanding and wise 
compromise, the give-and-take that 1s 
the hall-mark of democracy. If you 
don’t have someone to tell the fish that 
a paddle banging on a canoe thwart is 
‘just a noise, then maybe you can knock 
two hundred of them in at a sitting, as 
The Times reports, but that doesn’t 
convince us that they are very intelli- 
geht or well-informed. We feel some- 
what the same way about poor human 
fish that are deluded into believing 
that when they hear a noise they are 
also discovering democracy. — 


The shadow of a great Canadian, 
William Lyon Mackenzie King, obh- 
acured all else in the capital recently 
—the Korean war, the sighting of for- 
eign submarines off the east coast, 
and the flocking of -Canadians to the 
colors to fight in the far Pacific. 

The 76-year-old bachelor statesman, 
who died at his summer home at Kings 
mere, Que., on Saturday night, July 22, 
probably wouldn't have wanted it that 
way. But for five days after that, the 
man who was prime minister of the 
country for 21 years, held the headlines 
in almost every newspaper in the na- 
tion despite the gravity of the inter- 
national situation. 


There was a state funeral in Ottawa] 


on Wednesday. For two days before 
his body had lain in state in the Hall 
of Fame in the parliament buildings. 
An estimated 32,000 persons had visit. 
ed his flawer-decked bier to pay their 
last respects. 

Some 60,000 persons packed the pro- 
cessional route of the state funeral 
through Ottawa streets on the Wednes 
day, four days after the death of the 
man whd held the prime ministership 
of his country longer than any other 
commonwealth leader. 

The weather was kind. The sun shone 
down as the funeral procession made 
its way from parliament hill to histor- 
ic St, Andrew's presbyterian church, 
where he had worshipped for ‘half a 
century. Rev. A. Ian Burnett, minister 
of St. Andrew's and close friend and 
confidante of the former prime minis- 
ter, delivered the eulogy. 

He described Mr. King as “the great- 
est Canadian of our time” and disclos- 
ed that the veteran statesman had con 
fessed time and again that he “felt 
God’s hand upon him.” The minister 
said that “God's guidance was a real 
thing in his life and God's presence 
a light and joy that could make bright 
the very darkest hour.” 

The procession, headed by a four- 
man Mountie team with a gleaming 
black hearse flanked by lines of top- 
hatted, morning-coated mourners, then 
reformed and proceeded to Ottawa's 
Union Station. It went through lines 
of patked thousands, many of whom 
haa waited almost two hours for this 
last glimpse. 

At the station, the body was placed 
aboard a special. train for Toronto, 
where burial took place the next day 
in the King family plot. The, Ottawa

It seems that a lot of Canadian 
hearts were set on fighting for demo- 
cracy in Korea. A defence department 
spokesman said that during a two-week 
period some 600 Canadians pushed 
their way into recruiting offices across 
the country. All of them appealed to 
officers to send them to Korea. 

But at the moment Canada is nvt 
accepting volunteers on a strictly Kor- 
ea basis—and the volunteers were told 
that. Canada wants, men for her arm- 
ed forces, but only on the commitment

Cold Jelly Making 

The cold method of making jelly is 
perhaps one which you have not heard 
very much about. The jelly takes long- 
er to set and is a bit sweeter than when 
made by. the boiling juice method but 
has a better flavor. 

The juice is extracted from the fruit 
the same way as for boiled jelly. Add 
from 1% cups to 1% cups of sugar per 
cup of juice. Do not add more than 1% 
cups of sugar to one cup of juice. Stir 
the sugar and the juice until the sugar 
is completely dissolved. Pour at once 
into glass jars and allow to set. 

Naturally the juice must be suitable 
for jelly making eg. grape, crabapple, 
or other juices used commonly.

F. F, Parkinson, Supervisor of Pr.- 
jects, Alberta Department of Agricui- 
ture, reports that the services provid- 
ed by the four municipal seed cleaning 
plants in operation in Alberta during 
the past season have met with splendid 
response from farmers of the surround 
ing districts. These. plants, which were 
built under a policy of Provincial and 
Municipal assistance, are located. at 
Camrose, Westlock, Wetaskiwin, and 
Morinville. The Camrose plant began 
Operation in February of last year, the 
Westlock plant in November, and the 
other two last January. 


As well as cleaning grain for farm- 
ers, these plants act as distributing 
centers for good seed, whether grown 
locally or shipped in 
points. In spite of the short season's 
run ‘of the three new plants, a total of 
over 450,000 bushels of seed grain was 
cleaned for close to 2000 farmers. 


Approximately 50 carloads of ‘setd 
were brought it, cleaned, and distri- 
buted to farmers who were short of 
seed as a result of last years poor 
crops. Over 50% of the grain cleaned 
was treated at the plants for smut con

The act under which the freight rate 
structure is set out and under which }' 
operates does not contain any clear 
statement of policy to guide the Board. 
For that reason the Board find it con 
venient to follow the practices of the 
past, as they have grown up,’in a ra- 
ther haphazard manner. No one can 
claim that our freight rate structure 
was built up in a comprehensive way 
and based upon the principle of justice 
and non-discrimination and in the full 
light of facts that obtained at the time 
the freight rates were established. Any 
one who has made a study of the sit- 
uation must admit that the Canadian 
freight rate structure has developéd 
on a piecemeal basis and that actually 
there have grown up in Canada five 
main rates territories which corres- 
pond to the five main geographical re- 
gions of the country. For example we 
have the Ontario region, which has its 
rates; the Ontario-Superior region, the 
prairie region and the Pacific region. 
Those are the five and each has ‘“‘s 
freight rate structure. The eastern 
rates are rankly discriminatory again- 
st the western regions and to substan- 
tiate this I will quote some figures 
from a brief prepared by the Edmon- 
ton Chamber of Commerce as a submis 
sion to the dominion-provincial con- 
ference in 1938. Flannelette blankets 
could be shippea from eastern Canada 
to Vancouver for $1.76 per hundred but 
if taken off at Edmonton’ the rate 
would be $4.53%. Lard and cooking oil 
from eastern Camada to Vancouver, 
$1.00 but $1.98 to Bdmonton. Paints 
and varnishes 1.25 to Vancouver and 
$1.98 to Edmonton. Wrought.iron pipe 
70 cents to Vancouver and 1.98 to Ed- 
monton. Railroads have to meet com- 
petition of shipping companies when 
setting rates from eastern Canada to 
Vancouver and ‘other points and also 
have to meet trucking rates in other 
parts of Canada. I believe the removal 
of regional discrimination should come 


jies subject to the jurisdiction of par 


as a first step in the effort to give 
justice to consumers in all parts. of 
Canada, as well-ag to put the railways 
in such a position that their revenues 
will adequately cover their require- 
ments. It must not: be forgotten that 
most shippers, with the exception of 
farmers, are in a position to pass on 
their freight rate costs to the ultimate 
leconsumers. Everyone knows therefore 


‘that the consumer has to bear the full 


weight of any increase in freight rates 
that may be granted. Everyone knows 
also that because the farmer is a pro- 
ducer and at the same time a consumer 
so he has to pay the exorbitant freight 
rates both going ang coming. This 1s 
one thing that must be considered 
when a full study is given freight 
rates. 


I am convinced that the Board can- 
not remove those regional discrimina- 
tions and introduce the principle of 
equalization without clear and precise 
direction laid down in the railway 
statute because to do so would be for 
the Board to presume that it has the 
right to lay down policy. It must have 
been a recognition of the governments 
responsibility to lay down policy -that 
led the original farmers of the railway 
act to put in section 62, which placed 
upon the government not only the right 
but the responsibility to take action 
when direction is needed by the Board. 

«Back in 1925, the government, rea- 
lizing its responsibility, passed the fol- 
lowing order-in-Council, No, P.C. 886. 


“The committee therefore advise that 
the board be directed to make a thor- 
ough investigation of the rate struc- 
ture of railways and railway compan- 


liament, with a view to the establish 

ment of a fair and reasonable rate str¢ 
cture, which will, under substantially 
similar circumstances and conditions, 
be equal in its application to all per- 
‘sons and localities, so as to permit of 
the freest possible interchange of com- 
modities between the various provin- 
ces and territories of the dominion and 
the expansion of its trade, both for- 
eign and domestic, having due regard 
to the needs of its agricultural and 
other basic industries.” 


In the general freight rates investiga 
tion that ensued, the directive from the 
government to the board in connection 
with equalization was followed only to 
the extent of prescribing that branch 
line rates on grain in western’ Canada 
should be equal to the main lines rates. 


The difference between standard class” 


rates ang tariff rates in western Can- 
ada was left unchanged and the moun- 
tain differential was not removed. 

As space will not permit me to deal 
fully with this all-important matter, I 
will conclude for now by stating that 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Com- 
pany, in its brief to the Royal Commis- 
sion a couple of months ago, suggest- 
ed that trucks be not allowed to op- 
erate between stations or towns where 
there was freight service rendered by 
the railways and much more recently 

| the newly appointeg president of The 
Canadian National Railways wunder- 
took to advocate further control of the 
trucking industry. Streamlining and 
modernization of our railway system to 
meet present day conditions and com- 
petition might well employ the atten- 
tion of government and railway heads 
so that the burden of our present dis- 
criminatory freight rate structure 
might be equitably borne by all the 
people of Canada. as

Cutworm In 1951 


A forecast has been made by the 
Dominion Field Crop Insect Labora- 
tory at Lethbridge of the Pale Western 
Cutworm Outbreak that will probably 
occur in 1961. 

Cutworms have done considerable 
damage during thia present year and 
it is expected that the infesfation will 
be worse and more widespread than it 
‘has been for many years past. Only one 
method of control has so far been dis- 
covered, which is to have all summer- 
fallow completed as near to the end of 
July as is possible, and then for the 
land not to be touched nor walked on 
by human beings or cattle until the 
middle of September. By this means a 
crust would be formed on the summer- 
fallow soon after August ist which will 
prevent the cutworm moth from lay- 
ing her eggs. It is particularly tmport- 
ant that this method of control shoud 
be followed in any area that has suf- 
fered from the lack of rainfall during 
this present year. It can be eaid that a 
good deal more damage to crops is 
caused by the Pale Western Cutworm 
than is generally supposed. Efforta to 
control the outbreak, therefore, will be 
well worthwhile,
